The 
I mi) ber man ran through a gate into the 
yard uf a neighbor named Jensen, 
whose house he tried to enter, but 
found tho door locked.. He then ran 
to n fence, which he wan unable to 
climb. His assailant continued to pur-

Mr. Sands, bleeding profusely from 
several severed arteries, groped about 
In the darkness until be found' n gate 
leading to the Bide door of a dwelling. 
Against this door he threw all his 
weight, and broke the latch. His fig- 
ure was relieved against the light with- 
in, and the assasBln fired, again. Mr, 
Sands, fell on the threshold, The. man 
with the rifle then disappeared. 

The. neighbors aroused, curried the 
wounded mart to bis own home, physi- 
cians: were called and the alarm given. 
It was found necessary to amputate tho 
arm Just below the shoulder In the hope 
that Mr. Sands' life might be saved, 
but the shock of the operation afler so

Francisco. conspirators secured the aid 
of a "Kentucky gentleman, " one "Col.

Tlia BChomera • returnod," located the' 
land na. mining and mineral lands, and; 
then kept quiet for several months. 

Finally they sent out a "prospecting" 
expedition: to "uncover tho Bluff," as 
detectives would say. 

Reports ot the discovery ot diamonds 
In the sands of the desert soon reached 
San Francisco. The conspirators, at 
this end slirewdly circulated the re- 
ports, yet pretended that they know 
nothing of the facts. Specimen 1 finds 
were examined by experts and report- 
ed to he or the "purest rays." The city 
was thrown Into a fever of excitement 
and speculation ran high. Many "sold 
their mining properties at a sacrifice, 
thus bearing the mnrket and ruining 
others, and many mortgaged real es- 
tate and hoitBes In order to buy Block 
In the "diamond fields." 

Millionaire- speculators accompanied 
some of the conspirators to the fields, 
.and with spades they hrurowed In the' 
sand and turned up diamonds. So plen- 
tiful were they that by digging with a 
pocket knife,, diamonds were found, 
Some of these were worth from $100 to 
?50D each. They had been ..carefully 
planted and located by the ccnsplra- 
, tors, and these occasional rich, finds 
led to the belief that there must bo 
many others. One man 'unearthed 
about a quart of crystals greatly re- 
snmbllng diamonds, and among them 
were several genuine stones. There, 
could be no doubt about that— the mil- 
lionaire's own ; expert was on the 
ground and saw the diamonds taken 
from tho earth, nnd pronounced them 
to be without a flaw. 

But the expert and the millionaire, 
were not deceived as to how the illrt- 
monds came there. The millionaire took 
950,000 worth of stock. On their return 
to San Francisco the excitement grow 
Into a frenzy, j_/gii the late W. C. 
Hal aton, then cashier of. tho bank -of 
California, was a victim. It Is believed 
that ho Invested 9100,000. 

Finally there was a quarrel among 
the conspirators as to' an equitable di- 
vision, for there Is no such thing as 
honor among a certain class. The dia- 
mond bubble burst, Tho cousplracy 
was exposed. In the meantime the 
"Kentucky colonel" was "suddenly 
called east." He had Invested about 
9100,000 In a new Kentucky home and 
had purchased all tho lands nd joining, 
and wnB'pTeparlng to enjoy himself as 
n feudal Jor.d. Lawyers and detectives 
were aent to Interview the colonel amid ' 
his ■ palatial surroundings and they 
finally Induced' him to disgorge a por- 
tion of the money. 

So mo of the California conspirators;' 
however, could not bo forced to dis- 
gorge,' as they worked somewhat in thp 
background. They,' however, soon left' 
for New ; -York, where n few of them* 
yet reniaiu;' working thohv California 
mintag stock oft on a gullible public.

Next Tuesday the people of this villngc 
will vote for a President of the Hoard oF 
Trustee?, one Village Clerk, one Village 
Treasurer and three trustees. There isf but 
one ticket in tho field and that is mnde up 
of careful and conservative business mm, 
who will carry out the wishes of the people 
to far as it shall be in their power to do. 
The only question before the jieople is that 
of license or no licence and upon thai- 
question every voter should express himself 
according to his own liest judgment, If 
you are satinfled that the licensed saloon is 
socially and morally wrong, the revenue 
to heilcrived therefrom should not influence 
your judgment. If on the other hand, you 
believe that by license the liquor question 
can liest be controlled, express yourself by 
the ballot, and whatever way the result 
may be determined The News will accept 
it ns the wishes of the people where 
innjoritifis rule. 



How much is milk worth upon the 
market is a question agitating the minds 
of many shippers' nt tho present time. 
Milk, like every other product of the farm, 
is worth what it will bring, no more, no 
less; its price being controlled by nupply 
and demand, time, seasons and conditions 
must and will control the output or supply 
nnd consequently the price, even though the 
consumption of milk iB unchanged. When 
butter is cheap there is always an overplus 
of milk upon the market, which ihust 
necessarily force theprice down and tho 
reverse or advance in price of butter will 
naturally advance tho price of milk. 
Ordinarily it is safe to say that the Elgin 
butter market controls the price of milk, 
which in turn is controlled by, the laws of 
supply and demand. It would be unwise 
for tho shipper to establish a price for the 
reasons as above given, although ho should 
have a voice in fixing the price for a given 
period', under the then existing conditions, 
subject to the laws oE supply and domnnd, 
nnd through organization and a moro per- 
fect knowledge of the supply and probnble' 
demand, he will bo enabled to do so. In 
no event, should the price fixed upon by the 
shipper and ^doler extend beyond a period 
.of ninety, days. .

Here is tho recipe^ that 
has been used in aNow England familyfor 
fifty years. • The success or this.pudujng 
lies in the cooking. It is delicious; try if*. 
It muat be baked ma vory mbderata ■ gven, ; ; 
and cooked five hours. It can be eaten 
warm or* cold. Two quarts sweet milk! one ' 
eup-molasses, onecup.yellow Indian menl*,, 
one cup Buet chopiKd finrv Butter -on 
earthen pudding dish,- nnd put in. the dish 
the meal, teoapoonfui salt, molasses and 
suet, bring' one quart of milk to 'a boil, 
pour over the meal, and stir until smooth; 
cover the dish and put in' the oven; when 
it has cooked one hour put half a pint of ■ 
the cold milk over the pudding' (don't stir 
or disturb the pudding m any way) repeat 
every hour until the extra quart of milk is 
used up: the last two hours thnt the pud- 
ding is in the oven lake tho cover off that 
it may brown. 

Baked Beaks.— Here is tlm repine for 
the baked beans, Hint accompanied the In- 
dian pudding every Saturday night at the 
supper table; One quart white beans, 
soaked over night; in the morning par- 
boil them; then put in an earthen pot with 
narrow mouth; mix one teaspoon ful of dry 
mustard with one tablespoonful molasses, • 
and -stir through the^ beans; then peal a 
small onion and put in center of beans; 
score into squares half pound of salt pork, 
and place over the beans; fill tho pot with 
boiling water, cover and put in the oven; 
as the water cooks away add more until 
the last hour they are in the oven;, then 
take off the cove3 that they may brown; put 
in the oven with the pudding and cook the , 
same length of time. 

Ciieam Caubjwie, — Half a head of cab- 
bage, one cup sweet inilk,. piece of.butter , 
size of an egg, one tablespoonful vinegar, 
half teaspoonful sugar, yolkes of two eggs, 
salt and pepper to taste. ■ Cut the cabbage 
fine, put in a granite sauce pan,- add- tho » 
milk and butter, cook till tender; beat the- 
vineger, Bugar and eggs together thorough- 
ly, pour over the cabbage, stirring quickly 
anil cdnstantly to prevent curdling; take 
from tlie fire aa soon -as mixed. 

Steak Puddino.— One pound of round 
steak cut into small bits, half pound suet, 
cut small; mix the two thoroughly; season 
highly with salt and pepper; make a paste 
as for biscuits with one quart of fiour,thrco ■ 
ieaspooufuls baking powder and milk suffi- 
cient to make a soft dough; roll about half 
an inch thick; put the meat and suet in 
the center, mid bring the edges together 
over it, squeezing them firmly; place in a 
well floured pudding cloth (allow room for 
swelling) put in kettle of boiling water and 
boil steadily an hour mid a half or, two 
hours; us the water boils away add more 
boiling water— the water must be boiling 
or the pudding will be heavy.

After being in retirement for some 
weeks the tariff-silver bill was brought 
^ forw ard in the senate as a text/.fpr a 
speech ' b>'* ^(rMTanthTaf ' M ifntana, one' 
of, the. five republican senators who vot- 
ed against consIderui'g v lhe tariff bill. 
Mr. Mantle defended the cO'irae ot the 
silver republican senators, dcjnrlng 
thattlie Dlngley bill was not framed as 
a patriotic measure. He urged that un* 
sectional protection should be linked 
with bimetallism. 

He referred to the. recent utterances 
ot President Cleveland before a mis- 
sionary gatherlnc; derogatory tn the 
west and declared that within n radius 
of five mll n s from Carnegie hall. New 
York, where Mi-. Cleveland spoke, there 
was more poverty, Ignorance, squalor, 
starvation crime and criminals than in 
all of the silver states combined. He 
gave statistics comparing the silver 
states with five eastern states, showing 
the former to he abreast and ahead of 
their eastern sisters In material and 
moral standing. 

Mr. Mantle said the attacks sprung 
mainly from the Tact that five republic- 
an senators from the west voted ngalnat 
proceeding with the tariff bill at an In- 
opportune time, The five silver repub- 
lican senators were denounced as "trai- 
tors" to their party for falling to vole 
for the tariff hill. But ha denied that 
the Dlngley bill waB a republican meas- 
ure, and he quolcd the statement of 
Mr. Sherman that the bill was strlclly 
non-partlsan and waa not a republican 
measure. If the Dlngley hill was n rev- 
enue measure, as clnlmed by its friends, 
then no manufacture suffered from lis 
failure, aa it waB protection, not rev- 
enue, that was vital to this interest, 

In view of these facts Mr. Mantle sug- 
gested that the efforts made to read him 
and bis silver associates out of the re- 
publican party nad bettor bo reconsid- 
ered by the eastern press, and thuL these 
senators be permitted lo remain In that 
party. 

There was a lively tariff colloquy fol- 
lowing the Mantle speech. Mr. Hatvlcy 
<rep„ Conn.) questioned some of the 
wool figures which had been given, and 
spoke ot the Idle woolen factories and 
stagnant condition of the industry In 
- the east. 

The bouse Thursday, nfier debating 
the bill to abolish compulsory pilotage 
on sailing vessels engaged In the coast- 
wise trade, defeated the measure by n 
large majority — £17-117. 

The District of Columbia appropria- 
tion bill, which was recommitted oarly 
in March after n protracted light 
against appropriations for private mid 
-sectarian charitable institutions, was 
brought into the house with the spccllk 
appropriations stricken out and con- 
taining In lieu thereof an aproprlnUon 
of a. lump sum for charities, to be ex- 
pended-under. the direction of the dis- 
trict commissioners, with the proviso 
that no part of the appropriation 
should go tn Institutions In eclcslasltrul 
or sectarian control. The feature of 
the debate was a vigorous attack on ibe 
A. P. A. by Mr. Fllxgerald (dcin., Mass.),

debateon the "fllled-cheese" bill. To- 
day the bill will be read under the five- 
minute rule -for amendment; A very 
considerable opposition to themeasure 
has developed and some of the members 
Interested In its passage fear It will Tail 
unless radically amended, The" princi- 
pal' objecttbn seems to be raised to 'the 
tax features of the hill— J400 on the 
manufacturer and (40 on the retailer — 
white there appears general unanimity 
In favor of a hilt to compel the brand- 
ing of filled cheese. 

The bill has been framed on the Hues 
of the oleomargarine bill; Which had 
become a law against the most Intense 
opposition, and, although subjected lo 
the severest tests of litigation, bad bepn 
held to be constitutional: In all essen- 
tials. It was, Mr. Grosvenor argued, the 
duty of legislation to protect the pro- 
ducers of food products from competi- 
tion with spurious articles, nnd to pro- 
tect the consumer from the, purchase of 
such counterfeits. The exportation of 
filled cheese, he claimed, had practical- 
ly ruined the foreign market for genuine 
American full-milk cheese. The bill did 
not prohibit or discourage ..the mtinu- 
.factureof filled cheese, it aim pi. v. forced 
Hie manufacture and sale of It under Its 
true colors. 

;' Mr. .McMlllin (dem„ Tenn.) n member 
of the ways and means committee, made 
the principal argument against the bill. 
He argued that there was -no reason 
why the manufacturers of filled cheese 
should be taxed while the manufactur- 
ers or other forms of cheese were not 
taxed, and th.it resort to the power ot 
taxation for the suppression of Its pro- 
duction or sale was an abuse of that 
power. 

In the senate Mr. Call stated that 
Friday Mr. Call (dem.. Kin.) stnteil that 
inquiries had been made of lilm by 
Eugene' V.' Debs and other labor leaders 
aa to whether the senate judiciary 
committee was taking any action on the 
restriction of the power of federal 
Judges. Mr. Hoar (rep., Mass.). chair- 
man of the judiciary committee, said nil 
the member 5 believed some comprehen- 
sive legislation In this line was needed, 
and several plans were under consider- 
ation, but not fully matured. Mr, 1 If 11 
(dem., N. YJ hnd special charge of the 
subject and Mr. Thurston (rep.. Neb.) 
had presented a measure coveriiiE the 
whole subject. He [Mr. Hoar) expected 
a definite' plan would be presented to 
the senate Inter on, 

Mr. Allen (pop., Neb.) succeeded In 
getting up the bill far a trans-Missis- 
slppl exposition at Omaha in 183S. 
Amendments were agreed to, making 
the exposition International in scope 
and appropriating JuO.OOCl for buildings. 
Mr. Allen secured a further amend- 
ment limiting the total liability of the 
government to 5200,000. Aa thu? 
amended the bill was passed.

Senator Hoar, from tho commit lea on 
judiciary, reported hack Senator (Jail's 
resolution Interposing intervention In 
the case ot MrB. Maybrlck. It reeited 
briefly that the proposed intervention 
was not a subject within the jurisdic- 
tion ot the senate. A vote waa .about 
to be taken on Indefinitely postponing 
the resolution when Senator Allen sug- 
gested that it would he welt to wait un- 
til the author of the resolution was 
present before disposing of the mat- 
ter. Thereupon the resolution went lo 
the calendar without action. 

The house spent the day transacting 
business relating to the District of Co- 
lumbia.

PREPARATION OF MEATS. 

Mcttinilf b/ Which tlic J'rencli ltntt-'lirr* 
Ivici'l In Their Cnlllnj;. 

Butchers' meat {In France) la pre- 
pared, divided and arranged In the 
shops In such n manner that it never 
suggests slaughter. It Is a rare thing 
for one to see n stain on counter, bench 
or iloor. The mode of killing the anl- 
mnls probably has something to do 
with this freedom from "moisture and 
dripping. Maria Parloa, In an article 
on "The Science of French Cooking," 
in the Ladles' Home Journal, says the 
animals are not bled before being killed, 
us might be Inferred from the absence 
of moisture, but they nre killed In such 
n manner that veins and arteries are 
emptied quickly and thoroughly. After 
this the animal is bonffee, that Is, filled 
with wind. The large arteries are 
pressed open nnd the points of large 
bellows are Inserted Into them. While 
the bellows are being worked a man 
beats all parts of the carcass with a 
Hat stick. This is to distribute the air 
In all parts of the flesh. All this work 
Is done. very rapidly, Tbe inflating of 
the nnlm'al In this manner gives a full- 
er and firmer appearance to the meat, 
and, I fancy, empties the veins and ar- 
teries more effectually than they would 
otherwise be. The French use very 
little Ice, nnd meats are kept only a few 
days nt the moat. Tbe' beat pf- beef in 
France does not compare with Ameri- 
can beef, but the yeal Is Buperlor to 
anything we have. It is valued more 
highly than any other product of the 
butcher, But no -matter what the viand; 
when It comes to tbe hands of the cook 
It'is;so prepared' thnt.sheihas but little 
to tit to 1 1 except to cook: it.
